Gar Fishing 
Has Had Its 
Ups and Dow 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The alligator gar, which. has 


had its tips and downs in the Ar* 
kansasi angling picture,, currently 
is in eclipse and a select group 
of sportsmen must look elsewhere 
for excitement. 


For many years, the armor- 


plated gar was rated strictly as a 
sinister citizen—gobbling up game 
fish in wholesale quantities and 
wrecking the equipment ot com- 
mercial fishermen. 


Then someone thought of fishing 


for gar with deep sea angling gear 
and overnight the sport caught on 
big. 
' 


Lower White River, particularly 


during the' decade of the '50s, 
lured fishermen by the. thousands 
who weirte cage*- to hooK one/of the 
big 'uns. 


They were successful, to'o. 


Catches frequently ranged in the 
50-CO pound bracket and 
often 


they were much bigger. 


Mostly, the fishermen sough 


gar in White River but some were 
caught in Cache River, the St 
Francis River and even the mud 
dy Arkansas. 


The sport became so popular 


that the State Publicity and Parks 
Commission began featuring it in 
tourist promotional programs. 


Then suddenly ' gar fishing be 


gan to poop out. It is still possi 
ble to catch' them, but the action 
is infrequent and big gar aren' 
landed so often. 


Andrew Hulsey, head of the 


fisheries! division of the 
State 


Game and Fish Commission, isn'' 
charged with maintaining the gar 
population but he has some ideas 
on the subject. 


"There 
are 
two schools of 


thought on the decline of the gar,' 
he said. "One is that commercial, 
fishermen have thinned them out 
The other is that changing condi- 
tions have affected their breed- 
ing habits;." 


In the old days, a big gar could 


tear up commercial fishing neti 
made of ordinary cord. But now 
said Hulsey, commercial fishing 
gear is made of nylon. 


''With this strong fiber, fisher- 


men can catch big fish," he said. 
Gar have a market value of aboul 
5 cents a pound, he said. 


Also, in the winter, gar tend to 


congregate and it's easy for fish- 
ermen to clean out large numbers 
of them. 


Some sportsmen have urged the 


commission to protect the gar 
ihrough regulation of commercial 
'ishing, but no action has been 
:aken. 


Construction of 
flood 
control 


reservoirs 
may also have had 


something to do with the decline. 


"Before the dams, our floods 


mostly came in the winter," Hul- 
sey said. "Now, with controls, we 
get high water in the spring. The 
change may have had something 
;o do with the gar's1 breeding 
habits. 


"Another thing is that in recent 


years, the use of powerful insecti- 
cides has become a regular prac- 
ice in eastern and southeast Ar- 
cansas. This could harm the gar, 
since drainage ditches are one of 
their favored habitats!." 


Still another possibility is that 


a prolonged drought may restore 
gar fishing. 


"When there is plenty of water, 


:he available .fish supply is more 
widely distributed," Hulsey said. 
'But when the water goes down, 
the fish become concentrated and 
are more easily caught." 


Only time will tell, because ap- 


parently no one plans a scientific 
study of gar habits,, 


"Mostly these studies are con- 


ducted too late anyway," Hulsey 
said. "As long as things are goinf 
okay, no one worries. It's after 
hings go wrong that the studiei 
are scheduled."

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) •— Al- 


ready sniping at "American war- 
mongers," pro-Communist Prince 
Souphanouvong will take tempor- 
aiy command of Laos' new coali- 
tion government late this month.

Phouma, premier designate of the 
new government, said Tuesday he 
and right-wing leader Gen. Phou- 
mi Nosavan will be in Europe at 
the same time.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Wilh Rus- 


sia expected to resume atmos- 
pheric nuclear testing soon, Amer-

Although neither of the great 
uclear powers says anything pub- 
cly about its! own snooping oper- 
tions, each has kept close check 
nwhat the other has been doing 
i nuclear test blasts over the 
ears of the atomic weapons race. 
The new Soviet series could 
ome at any time in view of Pro- 
lier Nikita S, Khrushchev's rc- 
enl declaration that the Ameri- 
an experiments have "forced us 
u renew our tests." 
The Russians nomally test in 
emote regions or deep in the 
cart of tiie Soviet Union. 
The Russian tests last fall, it is 


known, were conducted above un- 
inhabited Novaya Zemlya, a cres- 
cent-dhapcd! isfan'd' on1 the edge of 
the Arctic. 


So far as is known, the United 


States docs not have tho kind of 
instrument ships being used by 
the Soviets to spy on U.S. tests 
in the Pacific. 


But it is believed U.S. nuclear

Oversight

WASHINGTON (AP) — A me- 


chanic's oversight, a tiny cotter 
pin and a bolt less, than an inch 
long could have been the ingredi- 
ents of disaster in the New York 
crash of a jet airliner, the Feder- 
al Aviation Agency says. 


Ninety-five people were killed 


when the American Airlines Boe- 
ing 707 plunged into Jamaica'Bay 
on March 1, seconds after taking 
off from Idlewild Airport. 


The FAA said the bolt, part of 


a complex rudder mechanism, 
may have slipped out of place 
when a nut securing it fell oft— 
for lack of the little cotter pin. 


The agency wired airlines and 


other organizations that fly 707 
jets Tuesday, warning them of the 
potential danger spot. One such 
warning went to the Military Air 
Transport Service, which operates 
the Boeing jets used by President 
Kennedy and other government 
leaders. 


George C. Prill,,director of the 


FAA flight standards service, said 
the New York crash "could have 
been the result of an installation 
mistake by one man on one air- 
craft." 


"We do not see this as a pos- 


sible explanation for any other 707 
crash about which we have any 
information," he said. "But it 
would not be the first time that 
an airplane crashed because a 
mechanic left a cotter pin out of 
a bolt. 


"You cannot say this is it—we 


can never prove it happened even 
though it could have happened." 


Prill said the Civil Aeronautics 


Board still is investigating the 
New York crash and will make 
the final decision on the probable 
cause.
